The Japanese Loss Estimated at 
3,500 Killed. 



stronghold Was Captured and There la 

Little Now to Hinder Japanese 
Advance on Port Arthur, 

Which Has Begun. 

Tokio, May 30. — The details of the 
fighting at Kin Chou emphasize the 
heroic tenacity of the Japanese in 
their conduct at Nanshan. Nine suc- 
cessive times the Japanese charged 1 
the fortified heights in the face of a 
storm of death dealing missiles and in 
their last effort they carried the forts 
and trenches only after a bayonet to 
bayonet conflict with the Russians, 
who made desperate despairing strug- ; 
gle to beat back the oncoming hordes. | 

The final assault of the Japanese in j 
which they at last succeeded in taking | 
possession was marked by the most 
desperate hand to hand encounter that 
has thus far characterized the war. ! 
The Japanese left, throughout the en- 
tire action until night, was exposed ! 
to an enfilading fire from the Russian \ 
infantry, a gunboat on Talienwan bay i 
and four 9-centimetre guns posted at ' 
Tafengchen. At a critical moment the j 
ammunition of the artillery ran low 
and it was decided to cast the remain- ! 
ing ammunition into one final desper- 
ate assault. 

Fortunately however at the moment 
this decision was reached the Japan- | 
ese squadron in Kin Chou bay, which ! 
had* ceased bombarding when the in- 1 
fantry had first moved forward, sud- 
denly resumed the shelling of Nan- 
shan. Then it was that the issues of 
the day w’ere determined at a moment 
when the outcome was fluttering be- 
tween success and defeat for Japan — 
at that moment was an almost certain 
repulse converted into victory so suc- 
cessful that the forces of the czar 
were swept into confusion and disor- 
derly retreat. With every Japanese 
gun centering its fire upon the Nan- 
shan forts and trenches, the Japanese 
infantry sprang over the bodies of the 
dead comrades who had sacrificed 
their lives in the previous fruitless 
charges. The entire line rushed for- 
ward toward the Russian left, where 
the fire of the Japanese squadron had 
proved most deadly and w’hich was 
the first to weaken under the death 
dealing bombardment. And it was 
there that the first breach was made 
in the human stonewall that all day 
had been an invincible barrier to the 
impetuous assault of the brown men. 

It was the fourth division of the. | 
Osaka men that stormed the Russian 
left. It had once been said that Osaka 
men were not brave. It will never be 
said again. 

The first division of Tokio, which 
had the center and the third division 
of Nagoya occupying the left and 
I W’hich had been exposed all day to the 
Russian fire against the front flank, 

' now followed the example of the Osa- 
ka men and rushed forward and the

Head of Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers Died Suddenly. 

A Remarkable Coincidence Is That 

Former Grand Chief Arthur Died 
of Apoplexy While Attending 
a Meeting of Engineers. 

I 

Los Angeles, Cal., May 28. — Thomas 
H. Ingraham, assistant grand engineer 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, dropped dead Friday at the 
biennial convention of the organiza- 
tion here. 

Mr. Ingraham was absorbed in work 
when he lost consciousness and fell 
from his chair. He expired almost im- 
mediately. His health had not been 
good for some time. 

The body will be taken to Clevelan.l 
next Sunday by a committee of the 
brotherhood. 

Mr. Ingraham, who was 69 years old, 
had been first grand engineer since 
187.8. He was initiated into the broth- 
erhood in the Fort Wayne division in 
1865 and had held several offices in 
the order. He had been mentioned as 
a possible candidate for the office of 
grand chief *engineer at the present 
convention, but it was understood that 
he had refused to allow his name to 
be considered. There was no opposi- 
tion to his re-election as first grand 
engineer. He was a Knight Templar 
and a Mason. 

Cleveland, O., May 28. — Thomas N. 
Ingraham, assistant grand chief engi- 
neer of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, who dropped dead in Los 
Angeles, Friday, at the biennial con- 
vention of the organization, lived in 
this city and was very widely known. 
He had been connected with the broth- 
erhood for more than 30 years, previ- 
ous to which he was a locomotive en- 
gineer. He is survived by a son and 
two daughters, his wife having died 
several years ago. 

A remarkable coincidence in con- 
nection with Mr. Ingraham’s death is 
the fact that former Grand Chief P. 
M. Arthur, of the brotherhood, died 
suddenly of apoplexy while attending 
a meeting of engineers at Winnipeg 
last year.

THE BOB-WHITES. 

Department of Agriculture Investi- 
gates Tlieir Economic Value. .. 

Washington, May 30. — ^The ornithol- 
ogists of the department of agriculture 
have been making an investigation of 
the economic value of the bob-white 
as a result of which it is now an- 
nounced that that bird is “probably 
the most useful abundant species on 
the farms.’’. 

Field observations, experiment^ and 
examinations show that it consumes 
large quantities of weed seeds and de- 
stroys many of the worst insect pests 
with which farmers contend and it 
does not injure grain, fruit or other 
crop. It is figured that from Septem- 
ber 1 to April 30, annually, in Virginia 
alone, the total consumption of weed 
seed by bob-whites amounts to 573 
tons. Some of the pests which it ha- 
bitually destroys, the report says, are 
the Mexican cotton boll weevil, which 
damages the cotton crop upwards of 
$15,000,000 a year, the potato beetle, 
which cuts off $10,000,000 from the 
value of the potato crop, the cotton 
worms, which have been known to 
cause $30,000,000 loss in a year, the 
.cinch bug and the Rocky Mountain lo- 
cust, scourges which leave desolation 
in their path and have caused losses 
to the extent of $100,000,000 in some 
years. 'The report urges measures to 
secure the preservation of the' bob- 
whites in this country. 

Discussing the prospects for the silk 
industry. Dr. L. O. Howard, the ento- 
mologist of the department of agri- 
culture, in an official treatise, says: 

“The department is justified in its 
initiatory effort to create the condi- 
tions for a constant supply of cocoons, j 
It can keep up its reeling work and j 
thus keep open practically the only 
market existing at present for a period 
which must be determined by the will 
of congress. The outlook for what we ! 
have termed a more natural market is j 
problem?,tical. There are many por- 
tions of the United States well adapt- 
ed to silk raising, many places which 
might well become silk centers, where 
labor can be employed practically at 
rates comparable to those of Southern 
Europe. The establishment of a sill: ' 
mill in such a location with Its own | 
filature attached with the surround- j 
ing people employed as operatives in j 
both filature and mills and with the 
otherwise unoccupied members of their | 
households engaged in silk raising in ’ 
the spring, is feasible and can be made ' 
to pay. 'That in some of these ways 1 
the natural market will come seems ' 
possible and even more than possible. } 
What the success of silk culture would , 
mean to the United States is indicat- 
ed- by the importations of raw silk in- i 
to the United States during the years 
1892 to 1902. 

FIRE AT MONTGOMERY. 

Cordage Plant Destroyed With ■ Loss 
of $400,000. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 30. — Fire de- 1 
stroyed the plant and warehouse of 
the Alabama Compress Co. here, entail- 
ing a loss estimated at $400,000, which 
is practically covered by insurance. 
The plant is located in a suburb of 
Montgomery and about a mile from 
the nearest fire station. The blaze 
originated in the storage department 
and spread rapidly. Between the 
plant proper and the warehouse where 
was stored 4,600 bales of cotton was a 
parapet wall 20 feet high built for fire 
protection. The flames leaped this 
wall and the warehouse was ignited. 
A strong wind was blowing at the time 
and it was a matter of minutes to sec 
that the flames could not be extin- 
guished.

Boston, May 30. — A convention of 
Armenians, attended by delegates from j 
all sections of the United States where 
there are Armenian colonies, opened !

congress setting forth the condition of 
Armenia for amelioration through the , 
enforcing of existing treaties. | 

AGAINST MONTEREY. 

The Texas Quarantine Recently Es- 
tablished Still in Force. | 

Monterey, Mex., May 30. — Notwith- 
standing the quarantine recently es- 
tablished by the state of Texas against 
all Mexican points has been lifted, it 
is still in force against Monterey. This 
if} due to the fact that the Texas au- 
thorities had received word to the ef- ^ 
feet that a case of yellow fever existed ■ 
at Tampico and they refused to lift 
the embargo against Monterey unless 
a quarantine be put on against Tam- ^ 
pico. Gen. Reyes, upon inquiry, states 
there is no yellow fever at Tampico j 
and says he wilt not be justified in 
placing a quarantine against that city>:

Freiffht and Coal Piers, Jersey 
City, Burn With Big Loss. 



Crossed Electric Wires in New Orleans 

Caused a Property Loss in Whole- 
sale District Estimated at Half 
^ a Million Dollars. 

New York, May 30. — Seven freight 
and coal piers of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna & Western railroad in Jersey 
City were destroyed by fire that start- 
ed about 5 o’clock Sunday afternoon 
in pier 12 on which a lot of b^nrrels of 
oil were stored. The flames spread 
rapidly. Pier 12 was 800 feet long and 
was soon ablaze its entire length and 
the firemen who were trying to fight 
the fire from the shore were able to 
accomplish but little. 

The flames swept across to pier 11 
and beyond, being finally checked at 
pier 5, which is a new coal trestle, 
steel framed and iron clad. Here the 
firemen and fire -boats made a desper- 
ate stand and stayed the advance of 
the fire until the burning piers crum- 
bled and fell into the water. Although 
there was but little wind, sparks fell 
all along the water front for the better ; 
of a mile, endangering the Lackawan- ! 
na depot and even the Hamburg-Amer- j 
ican line and Bremen line piers, where | 
the firemen were kept busy playing i 
streams of water upon the buildings | 
and over the ships at their docks. j 

The building of the Hoboken Coke 
Co., five blocks from the main fire, 
was set ablaze by burning brands but 
the firemen responded quickly and the 
building was only slightly damaged. 

A number of canal boats and several 
tugs were burned, the loss of small | 
boats being variously estimated at 
from 30 to 200. * I 

The number of freight cars burned | 
is not known, but on this class of roll- 
ing stock and on coal cars the loss 
will be heavy. | 

During the fire the Lackawanna j 
moved its passenger coaches from its I 
yard out to the Meadows and one train j 
of a dozen box cars was hauled out of 
a burning pier and saved. 

Piers 11 and 12 were full of general I 
merchandise. Piers 7, 8, 9 and 10 were 
used for coal and pier 6 was a grain 
loading pier. The total loss is esti- 
mated at $5,000,000. 

New Orleans, May 30. — A fire caused 
by crossed electric wires did about 
half a million dollars damage Sunday. 
The Louis H. Rice saddlery factory, j 
the Simmonds Manufacturing Co. and I 
the Meig, Brady & Lincoln wooden- 
ware establishment were destroyed ' 
and a half dozen others damaged. The j 
fire was in the heart of the wholesale 
district and was well fought, being 
stopped short of two oil companies and 
several big drug establishments.

Louisville, Ky., May 27. — The tow- 
boat Fred Wilson was torn to flinders, 
ten men were blown to bits and 16 oth- 
injured by a tremendous explosion 
of the boat’s boilers at 3:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning. Of the 33 persons 
aboard the boat only seven escaped 
unhurt. Of the injured one will prob- 
ably die. The force of the explosion 
was so great that it shattered win- 
dows and awakened the occupants of 
houses in Louisville four miles from 
the scene.

882,000 Acres of Fertile and Well 
Watered Lands Open to 
Settlement. 



Some two years ago the Chicago & 
North-Western R’y built their Verdigre 
& Bonesteel line to the eastern border of 
the Rosebud Indian Reservation, thus se- 
curing the only direct line from Chicago, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, Sioux City, Omalia 
and other points in the west to the fer- 
tile region which is now to be thrown 
open to settlement under the United 
States Homestead laws. 

Under President Roosevelt’s proclama- 
tion United States Registry Land Offices 
are to be opened July 5th at Yankton, 
Fairfax and Bonesteel, S. D., for the reg- 
istration of applicants for these lands. 
The registration books will remain open 
until July ‘J3d, and commencing July 28th, 
drawings will take place, to determine the 
order in which the applicants will be per- 
mitted to make final entry and settlement. 
The final entry begins at Bonesteel^ Au- 
gust 8th. No one is permitted to regis- 
ter or make entry to land by mail, but 
must be personally present at one of the 
three points named for registration and 
at Bonesteel for final entry. 

The lands are well watered by the Mis- 
souri, Niobrara and White rivers and are 
remarkably fertile, situated in the midst 
of the great corn belt of the Missouri 
Valley, where similar land is worth from 
$20 to $50 an acre. With an altitude of 
about 2,200 -feet, they are in a region 
Avhich cannot be excelled for healthful- 
cess. 

A heavj' influx of people is looked for 
at these points of registration, and every- 
thing possible is being done by the Nortn- 
Western Line to spread broadcast all in- 
formation that is of interest to applicants 
for these lands. 

Complete maps and foWera have been 
issued and are being distributed free on 
application to the representatives of the 
Passenger Department.^
